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Ger in che World, would be undertaken. 

But to exalt his Power to Impoffibili- 
ties, and make him more than a Man 3; to 
calculate what has thoufands of the moft 
impratticable things in Nature ‘in its Pro- 
{pe&, and cut out the Work of Ages for 
the fhort Extent of a 5 Months Campaiga 5 
this is making a Satyr upon the Duke of 
Marlborough’s Difcretion, lampooning nis 
Judgment, and expofing our own IJgno- 
rance. 

But what fhall allour Dreamersof Oreams 
faysgwhen at laft we find the Englifh Troops 
are march’d to Tongeren, joyn’d the Dutch 
Army; andthe Duke of Marlborough, Mow 
fieur Auverquerque, the Dutch Deputies, 
and all the felf fame Pe®@ple, on the felf 
fame Stage of Aétion, the fame Enemy, the 
{ame Generals, are entred the Field to fee, 
if they can make any more of it than they 
did before. 

This is the very Cafe, and all our great 
Prophecies are come to the old way of 
making War, and the, State of the Cafe is 
plaig’; the Sum of the Matter is not ir 
Flanders,nor on the Rbine,-nor-in Italy, but 
in Spain. That is the Nail thas willgo, and 
that muft be driven ; your Superiority to 
the French there, if preferv’d and good 
Ufe made of it, will make you full Amends 
for all their Superiority upon the Rbine, or 
any where elfe. Spain is a large Field, there 
are vaft Conquefts to be made, and a Foun- 
dation of Advantage infinitely fuperiour to 
all the [French can do elfewbere, cho’ they 
were to goon with more Succefs, than we 
have reafon to fear they fhall.
